WASHINGTON 

A former campaign adviser 
to President Donald Trump 
has pleaded guilty to lying to 
the FBI about his contacts with 
Russians, special counsel Rob- 
ert Mueller said Monday, while 
former campaign manager 
Paul Manafort and Manafort’s

business partner pleaded not 
guilty to felony charges of 
conspiracy against the United 
States and other counts. 

The guilty plea by former 
adviser George Papadopoulos 
marked the first criminal case 
that cites interactions between 
Trump campaign associates 
and Russian intermediaries 
during the 2016 presidential 
campaign.

Cuba’s 
new 
travel 
rules are 
courting 


diaspora

intended to help the Cuban 
economy, analysts say.

New travel regulations that Cuba 


announced over the weekend ap- 
pear designed to make sure a 
steady flow of Cuban-American 
visitors continues. 

But the rules — which include 
welcoming back Cubans who fled 


the island through irregular means, 


such as by rafts, and eliminating 
some of the bureaucracy associ- 
ated with visits by the diaspora — 
also seem to be a response to a 
chill in the U.S.-Cuba relationship 
and a stricter Trump adminis- 
tration policy on travel between 
the two countries. 

In the wake of mysterious audi- 
tory incidents that have harmed 
the health of 24 American diplo- 
mats causing ailments ranging 
from hearing loss to concussions, 
the U.S. government withdrew 60 
percent of the personnel at its 
Havana Embassy because it said 
the Cuban government had failed 
to protect its diplomats. Then the 
U.S. expelled at least 15 diplomats 
(17 by Cuba’s count) from the Cu- 
ban Embassy in Washington.

“Tf these allegations are true, it 
would be appropriate for him to 
withdraw,” Party Chairman Juan 
Cuba told the Miami Herald.
